SPRINGFIELD, III., June 22.—The Democratic 
State Convention assembled in the Senate 
Chamber at noon to-day, and organized by the 
election of A. G. Burr, as temporary Chairman, 
and E. Ms Snively, of Macoupin, as temporary 
Secretary, who respectively were, upon report of 
the Committee on Permanent Organization, 
elected to the same offices for the permanent 
organization. Burr was the Tilden men’s man, 
and in his election without opposition they 
fancied they hadvaptured the Convention; but, 
scarce had the organization been effected, 
when, to their own chagrin and to the 
surprise of the Davis men and the Hendricks 
men, the Tilden phalanx developed unsuspected 
weakness. They had carried, without opposi- 
tion, their gag programmes, devised against the 
rag-babyites by securing the adoptior. of a res- 
lution offered by Dowdall, of Peoria, referring 
all resolutions on the platform to the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions.

That done, and while apparently an easy 
triumph for Tilden was assured, Perry H. 
Smith, who has here officiated as Tilden's man- 
ager-in-chief, and who has been a person of con- 
sequence as the supposed representative of 
Tilden’s bushel of money, asked leave to read a 
dispatch to the Convention. He stated that it 
referred to a gentleman who might bea candidate 
at St. Louis, and was in reply to a newspaper 
article. It was generaliy known that the dis- 
patch was from Manton Marble, and denied that 
Tilden either reported or coycurred in the reso- 
lution of the Democratic National Convention 
of 1864, declaring the War for the Uniona 
failure.

Herrington, with his voice raised to 
the fiercest pitch, and accompanying his words 
with furious gesticulation, proceeded to savagely 
denounce the attempt of the gentleman from Wis- 
conein to introduce a firebrand in the shape of a 
telegram, and was working the Convention up 
to a high state of excitement when somebody in- 
terrupted with the objection that the gentleman 
from Wisconsin was a delegate from Cook County.

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 22—12 o’clock, noon.— 
The trouble begins. Man and boy, 1 have 
known these same disturbers of the public peace 
twenty-four years.

A DULL TOWN 4000.

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 22.—St. Louis begins to 
assume a metropolitan appearance, and a stran- 
ger thrown into one of its crowded thorough- 
fares might for the moment imagine himself in 
Chicago. Everybody moves around lively under 
the inspiration of the exciting occasion which is 
so near at hand, and the fresh arrivals of stran- 
gers and delegates to-day have been sufficiently 
large to crowd the hotel rotundas as well as the 
sidewalks. Along Fourth and Fifth strects all 
classes of tradesmen have made careful and 
laborious preparations for the great event. 
Show-windows are gorgeous with the display 
of fancy wares, and bunting hangs from the 
outer wall of every shop. All classes are boil- 
ing over with exuberant enterprise. Good rooms 
are scarcer than snakes in Ireland, and, in fact, 
are not to be had forlove or money. A few 
second-rate apartments are to be had at exorbt- 
tant The crush of people promises to 
be unexampled, and, if St. Louis could only get 
ont a Directory during the present swell of its 
population, it would make Chicago green with 


jealousy. 
PREPARATIONS 


are being rapidly pushed for the accommodation 
of the Convention. Atl o'clock to-day the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Hall was evacuated by the mer- 
chants, in order that the work of preparing it for 
the Convention might proceed. A force of work- 
men were at once set to moving out the furniture and 
carrying in lumber for the arrangement of seats, 
The coats-of-arms of the various States, painted 
on oval shields, and each surrounded by a wreath 
of cereals, were placed on the front of the galicry 
on all sides of the hall.

THEIR SENTIMENTS.

RAILROAD NEWS. 
WITH A POLITICAL SMACK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, June 22.—Allusion was made in 
my dispatch a few days ago to litigation be- 
tween the St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Rail- 
road and Samuel J. Tilden, in which one of the 
latter’s operations in the railway wrecking line 
was said to be narrated. The papers in the case 
have since been supplied by the agents of the 
road in this city, and a brief summary of the

PREPARING FOR THE CAMPAIGN. 

Several iniluential Republicans who were 
personally interested in the Tanner organization 
of 1868, held an informal meetiug yesterday

It is expectod that sev- 
eral companies will be recruited the coming week, 
and be ready to participate in the great meeting in 
contemplation for July 1. 


THE PRIMARIES. 
MEETING OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES. 

A meeting of the Republican Executive Ward 
Committees was held at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
last night, to consider the report of the sub- 
committee appointed to report on the primary 
question. Col. Taylor presided, and George T. 
Graham acted as Secretary. There was a large 
attendance. 

The Committee appointed at the last mecting 
reported as follows : 

1. The Republican club in each ward shall recom- 
mend to the Central Committee, and such Commit-

n some central locality in each of such precincte 
prior to such election or convention, euch time and 
place to be fixed by the Central Committee on the 
recommendation of the Club, whoshall receive the 
ballots of all persons entitled to vote as herein- 
after provided, and count and declare the result of 
said election. 

2. The Club shall appoint three registry judges 
who shall sit in some central locality from 4 p. m. 
to 8 p. m., for one day, at least ten days prior to 
such nominating election, after giving due notice 
of such time and place, who shall register the 
names and residences of all Republican voters. 
Said registry judges shall be at the nominating 
election during the time of the voting. 0 

3. All persons so registered, except for a fraud - 
nlent registry; all members of the Club, and any 

ron Who is known to said judges or vouched for 

y two well-known Republicans of the ward, mem- 
bers of the Cub. as a Republican and a legal voter, 
shall be entitled to vote at said nominating 
election. 

4. The Club shall appoint one or more chal- 
lengers for each primary roll, who shall act as 
such and keep a ta!ly list of the votes cast. 

On motion the report was received and the Com- 
mittee discharged. 

CONSIDERING THE REPORT. 

Mr. Tuthill moved that the report be eonsidered 
by sections. Carried. 

When the first section was read, Mr. Haskell 
moved to amend that each ward club should select 
the judges. 

Mr. Elliott Anthony was of the opinion that the 
report involve’ a little too much machinery. He 
thought the matter shonld be left to the Clubs. 
which were composed of good men and might be 
depended upen. 

he Chairingnired how the embarrassment of 
two clube in gy ward would be met. 

Mr. Anthoty thonght that difficulty was easily 
settled. The County Convention would recognize 
but one club, no matter how many should exist in 
a ward, 

Mr. Adame argued that machinery was requisite 
in a party organization, and expressed himself in 
favor of etraicht primaries. 

Mr. Scanlon remarked that no matter what sys- 
tem was adopted, it could be no worse than the 
process. lie thought the report was a little am- 

lguous, 

Mr. Horton moved as an amendment, which was 
nocepted, that the (lub should have fall power in 

his matter, but that the Central Committee should 
tas umpire whenever there was any dispute as to 
the judges elected, 

Mr. Charles H. Ham asked what the objection 
war to the present system, 

Mr. Willing said the trouble in bie ward was that 
the committees were never in harmony with the 
people. As the citizens were competent to take 
1 of the matter, he thought it should be left 
to them. 

Mr. Ham remarked that no better system than 
the present could be adopted. It avoided all 
difficulties arising from the existence of more than 
one club in a ward. 

Ex-Ald. Campbell ke in favor of Mr. Hor- 
tons amendment, which, after further discussion, 
was carried. 

At this point the — 1 — into an unseem- 
ly wrangle, the Chairman being powerless to main- 
tain order. 

Mr. Greeley rated the turbulent spirits. and 
argued in favor of dropping the whole subject and 
adhering to the old system. 

Mr. Anthony expressed his regret that the dis- 
turbance had occurred.

This was done after 
no little exertion on the part of the Chairman and 
Secretary, and the section as amended was Carri 
by a vote of ayes, 7 wards; noes, 4 wards; 7 wards 
not voting. 

The second section Was then voted upon and de- 
glared carried by ayes, 7; noes, 5; not voting, 6. 

Ex-Ald. Campbell raised the point of order that 
nothing could be carried unless a majority of the 
wards voted in its favor. 

The Chair ruled egainst the point. 

Ex-Ald. Campbell said he expected that. The 
— bap simply a little ring-arrangement be- 
tween the Eighteenth and First Wards. 

This was the signal for another disturbance. 
Representatives of different wards arose and stated 
that in casting their votes they did not consider they 
were binding their several clubs. As there appear- 
ed no chance of their doing any further business, 
the meeting adjourned in a sad state of confusion.

WILLIAM CULLEN BRYANT. 


The Vase-Presentation in Honor of the 80th 
Anniversary of His Birth. 
Neve York Sun June 21, 

A thousand persone participated in the pre- 
sentation of the commemorative vase to Mr. 
Bryant, in Chiekeribg Hall last evening, in hon- 
or of the 80th auniversary of his birth. The 
Rev. Dr. Osgood, on taking the chair, read se- 
lections from some of Mr. Bryant’s hymns, to 
which the venerable poet, who sat on the front 
of the platform, listened with upcast and tear- 
ful eyes. * 

Mr. J. H. Whitehouse, the ‘designer of the 
vase then said that the making of it had been 
a work of love, and that all who had taken part 
in it were proud of having done so. The eight 
artificers whose united labor produced the vase, 
stood up in a group on the stage while Mr. 
Whitehouse spoke. As the drapery which con- 
cealed the vase, standing in the centre of the 
platform, was about to“ be raised, Dr. Osgood, 
throwing out both arms, and speaking over his 
shoulder to the audience, said, Nobody 
has seen this but the workmen; but we are 
all dying to see it.“ Then everybody leaned 
forward and waited breathicssly. As the cloth 
was thrown backward and the great vase on its 
beautiful pedestal was revealed, shining in the 
gasligit, a burst of applause greeted it, and 
and while the organ was playing Mré Bryant 
looked at it and spoke in low tones to Mr. Os- 

ood. 

1 Dr. Osgood then thanked Mr. Whitehouse and 
the workmen for what Qey had done, and said 
it was a fit commemorative gift-to the patriarch 
of American letters, William Cullen Bryant, 
whoin his purpose and his thought wore the 
mantle of Adam Smith and Benjamin Franklin. 

After more music, Dr. Osg presented the 
vase to Mr. Bryant in an eloquent speech. 

Loud clapping of hands greeted every utter- 
ance of the name of the t, who stood with | 1 
his white head half bowed in silence. 

When Mr. Bryant stepped forward to , 
round after round of applause rang through 
the hall, and when he began to speak in a clear 
ringing voice, there was ahush. He thanked 
his friends, and said that he wonld have pre- 
ferred to be silent, but that if he were to kcep 
silence he might be accused of imitating the 
Captain of a militia company in England, to 
whom the Sergeant, as spokesman for the com- 
pany presented a silver pitcher. Said the Ser- 
geant. “Captain here is the jug;“ said the Ca 
tain, „Ah, is that the jug ?”’ * Mr 
Bryant added that if he supposed the gift was 
fairly earned, and if he was deserving of the 
compliments paid to him, then it would follow 
that those who had prepared and presented it 
had simply ormed a duty and paid a debt— 
a very ordinary and common thing to do.

The Republicans of Maine yesterday 
nominated Gov. Conor for re-election, in- 
dorsed the Cincinnati nominees and platform, 
and commendea Mr. Brarxe, from whom a 
dispatch was real urging an earnest support 
of the nomination of Hares and W#aEELzx. 


Mr. Brax does not improve in health with 
the regularity and rapidity which was hoped 
and expected ; but, on the contrary, is grow- 
ing weaker.

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A tax which has Leen bitterly complained 
of by the National Banks as an unjust impo- 
sition is in a fair way to be repealed. The 
House Committee on Banking and Currency, 
after hearing the views of a delegation of 
Western bankers on the subject, yesterday 
agreed to report a bill providitg that the cost 
of the redemption of Natio ank notes shall 
not be levied as an extra ent upon 
the bankers, but shall be paid out of¢he gen- 
eral tax upon the banks. 


The natural tendency of the Democratic 
party toward repudiation was manifested in 
the House yesterday in connection with the 
appropriation necessary to pay the interest 
on the District of Columbia 3.65 bonds, 
which is guaranteed by the Government. 
There was a strong inclination to refuse the 
appropriation, but wiser counsels prevailed, 
and the repudiationists were finally per- 
suaded of the unwisdom of violating the 
obligations of the Government.

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The Senate was yesterday the scene of an 
animated contest over the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill. Mr. Sarernr, of California, con- 
stituted himself the champion of extrava- 
gant expenditures, and took it upon himself 
to rebuke those Republican Senators who 
were independent enough to vote for such 
reductions as in their judgment could be ju- 
diciously made. Mr, Epwvunps, nothing 
daunted by the brisk application of the par- 
ty lash, was instrumental in securing the 
adoption of an amendment intended to pro- 
hibit the employment of large forces of 
laborers in the navy-yards for political pur- 
poses, by forbidding any increase of the 
working force just before Presidential or 
Congressional elections except when the

In addition to the mortification of being 
represented at Washington by three Demo- 
crats, Chicago is made to feel the humilia- 
tion of being totally unrepresented so far as 
influence goes, The combined oratory of 
Messrs, Cabin, Harrison, and Le Morxz 
was of no effect among their fellow-Bourbons 
in securing an appropriation of $250,000 to 
complete the Chicago Custom-House and 
Post-Office Building. They had voted regu- 
larly for all the partisan measures of 
reduction instituted by the 
majority to cripple the Administration, and 
thus forfeited all claims to the good graces of 
the Republicans, and when it came to the 
Chicago Custom-House they were powerless 
to obtain the appropriation necessary to 
finish the work. Hoximan, and the other 
Democratic members of the Committee on 
Appropriations, were successful in making 
exceptions in favor of their respective local- 
ities, but Chicago, having no representation 
on the Committee, and none in the House 
worth mentioning, is left with an unfinished 
building and a large number of unemployed 
workmen. 

They are at their old triggs again. Which 
remark applies particularly to the unblushing 
Confederate majority in the National House 
of Representatives. This patriotic body of 
legislators, with Mr. Sam Rax at their 
head, and with the Confederate and Tam- 
many banners waving exultingly over them, 
proceeded with little deliberation, but with a 
vast amount of bravado, to sit down upon 
the diminutive Jouw Davenport, of New 
York City. In other words, these friends of 
the people,—or, rather, of that class of 
people known as the ‘cumulative 
voters” of New Tork City,—with 
an eye to the main chance in No- 
vember next, inserted among the sundries 
in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill a pro- 
vision repealing the law providing for the 
registration of votes in large cities in nation- 
al elections, thereby giving the genus repeater 
unrestricted opportunity in the coming elec- 
tion to ply his nefarious vocation as of yore 
to the glory and profit of the Democratic 
party. There is, however, likely to be a 
difference of opinion between the two Houses 
on this important subject. 


THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 
By a standing rule of Democratic National 
Conventions it requires the vote of two-thirds 
of all the delegates to nomimate candidates 


tor President and Vice-President. This rule 


was established by the first National Cogven- 
tion ever held by the Democratic party, 
which was in Baltimore in 18352, and it has 
obtained in all subsequent Conventions. 
There is some dispute as to the reason for 
adopting it in the first place. Gen. Roce 
Pryor, in a recent communication to the 
New York Sun, assumed that it had been 
adopted in order to prevent the possible 
nomination of a Democratic candidate by tae 
votes of delegates from the anti-Democratic 
States. But another writer corrects this 
statement from personal knowledge and rec- 
oliection, and says that, when the idea was 
first broached of holding a National Conven- 
tion for the nomination of a Presidential 
candidate, it was opposed by the Southern 
Democrats partly because it was contrary 
to their custom to nominate by Conventions, 
but mainly because the Southern, or slave- 
holding States, would be in the minority, 
and the Northern States might force upon 
them a candidate who would be obnoxious to 
them ; in order to obviate this objection, it 
was promised that arule would be adopted 
requiring a two-thirds vote for the nomina- 
tion. The Southern States thereupon con- 
sented to send delegates, which they did, 
and the two-thirds rule was passed aceord- 
ing to agreement. 

There has recontly been more serious dis- 
cussion than ever before about abandoning 
this rule; and as the Democratic party, since 
accepting the nomination of Grre.xy, has 
not been bound down so closely to its tra- 
ditions, it would not be surprising if the rule 
were discontinued. It would only require 
a vote of the majority to accomplish this. 
Certainly the two-thirds rule is opposed to 
the Democratic principle that the majority 
should govern, and as slavery has been abol- 
ished, and there is no *‘ peculiar institution“ 
to be protected at the South, the original 
reason for the rule no longer exists. Gen. 
Pryor advocates the retention of the rule 
for the following reason : 

A large number of States now cast their vote as a 
whole, without reference to the will of the minor- 
ity. It is obvious that if all the States were to 
adopt this expedient, a candidate might be chosen 
by a minority of the Convention. For illastration: 
Take three States with three votes each; (in each of 
two States a particular candidate has two votes and 
one against him, while the third State gives its 
three votes for the candidate of the minority in the 
other two States. This latter candidate has actual- 
ly five votes and the other four, yet, by operation 
of the unit rule, the man with four votes is nomi- 
nated over the man with five votes! As affording 
some guarantee against this absurd and iniquitous 
result, the two-thirds rule should be held invio- 
late. 

Would it not be better, instead of reta‘n- 
ing one obnoxious rule to help render an- 
other inoperative, to abolish both the rules, 
and follow the precedent established by the 
Cincinnati Republican Convention, and give 
to each delegate the control of his own vote ? 
A Democratic Convention is really a most 
undemocratic body, with rules that coerce a 
minority of each delegation to submit to a 
vote as a unit, and then requiring a two- 
thirds vote. The two practices may tosome 
extent counteract each other, but both are 
wrong in principle, and absurd in thus being 
applied on either side, one to offset the 
other. 

The prospect for an abandonment of the 
two-thirds rule at St. Louis will depend 
somewhat on the actual strength of Mr. TI 
DEN in the Convention. If his friends can 
count on a two-thirds vote, of course there 
will be no need for them to seek to change 
the rule. But there is no doubt that Mr. 
Torn will go into the Convention with a 
majority, and this majority could nominate 
him by uniting to vote down the two-thirds 
rule in the first place. It may not be possi- 
ble for the Tildenites to do this, however, al- 
though they should recognize the necessity 
for it in order to save their man, because 
many of the Southern Torx delegates, 
from a secret hope of thus assuring to the 
South an opportunity to dictate to the Dem- 
ocratic party a candidate of their own now 
or in the future, may refuse to favor 
a repeal of the two-thirds rule for 
the particular benefit of Mr. Tiro; of 
course, all the anti- Torx delegates from the 
South would insist upon retaining the rule. 
It would not be surprising, therefore, if there 
should be some sharp fighting over this rule, 
as there will be also by the effort of some of 
the independent delegates to express their 
individual preferences by their votes, and 
not be swallowed up in the unit system 
of voting by States. There is a prospect, 
then, of some excitement in St. Louis, but it 


will not arrest public attention throughout 


Democratic 


the country to the same extent as the Cin- 
cinnati Convention, for the reason that 
everybody felt the actual result of the elec- 
tion depended upon the Cincinnati Conven- 
tion, while now the almost universal senti- 
ment is that the next President has been 
named, and it doesn’t make much difference 
what the Democrats do at St. Louis. 
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CONGRESS AND THE SUBSIDY SWINDLES. 

It is more than probable that Congress 
will adjourn without taking any action on 
the growing outrage of the Pacific Railway 
swindle. But few persons really understand 
the magnitude of this business. The facts 
are few. The United States loaned its 6 per 
cent bonds, payable thirty years after date, 
and maturing between 1894 and 1898, to 
these railroad companies to the amount of 
$64,000,000. It also dunated to the com- 
panies many millions of acres of land. The 
original contract was that the United States 
was to have on the roads and all the proper- 
ty a first mortgage to secure the payment of 
thé national bonds, principal and interest ; 
that the Government was to retain whatever 
sums might be due the companies for trans- 
portation ; and that the companies were to 
pay 5 per cent of their annual net earnings, 
and meet the interest on the bonds. But the 
railroad companies were able to obtain a 


change of the contract, so that the Govern- 


ment lien should be a second mortgage ; that 
the Government should retain only one-half 
the compensation for transportation ; and 
that the companies were not to pay any part 
of the interest until the bonds matured. 
Under this modified contract the account 
will stand, at the maturity of the bonds: 

Principal of bonds $ 64,623,512 
Interest at 6 per cent 116, 322, 321 


Total $180, 945, 833 
Less one-half earnings, estimated... 23, 264,444 
Balance due United States $157, 681, 389 

To secure this sum the United States hold 
a second mortgage. The companies have 
never paid any portion of the 5 per cent of 
the net earnings. The net earnings of the 
Union Pacific Railroad in 1874 were $5,156,- 
970, and in 1875 they reached $6,148,365. 
The net earnings of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company in 1874 were $7,212,410, and 
in 1875 not less than $8,031,498. These 
companies have an immense capital stock 
outstanding on which but little money 
was ever paid in; nevertheless they declare 
large annual dividends, and refuse to pay the 
interest on the bonds loaned them by the 
United States. In addition to the debt due 
to the United States, the companies owe 
other bonds to the amount of $64,000,000, 
which are secured by a first mortgage, mak- 
ing the sum due and payable at the maturity 
of the bonds $222,000,000, not including 
the charge by the United States for interest 
advanced. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House of 
Representatives, through the unremitting 
labors of Judge WIWLIAX Lawrence, of 
Ohio, has matured a bill compelling these 
railway companies to comply with their con- 
tracts, especially in the provision requiring a 
sinking fund to retire the principal and in- 
terest. But the attention of the House can- 
not be secured for such a measure. These 
companies have grasped $150,000,000 of the 
public money, put the law at defiance, re- 
fuse even to report their earnings, and have 
actually before Congress counter-proposi- 
tions releasing them from all further liabili- 
ties. These railway companies have no dread 
of Congress. At the tap of the drum they can 
command a working majority in either House 
as readily as in the days of Credit Mobilier. 
The country is not only mortgaged to pay 
this $157,000,000 of these companies’ debts, 
but after the election this very Congress is 
expected to saddle upon the county some 
three or four hundred more millions of dol- 
lars to pay the debts of Tom Scorr, and Jay 
Cooxx, and other railroad gamblers. 
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DEMOCRATIC IMBECILITY. 

In the powerful arraignment of the Dem- 
ocratic party which is made in one clause 
of the Republican platform, perhaps the 
most striking portion is that which charac- 
terizes the Democrats as being equally false 
and imbecile.” It would be difficult to find 
words that more vividly and truthfully de- 
scribe the conduct of the Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress. They gaiged their 
strength in that body partly by reason of 
the greed and folly of the salary-grabbers of 
the preceding Congress, partly because of 
the hard times succeeding the panic of 
1873, but mainly because they promised to 
reform, purify, and beatify all things and 
allmen. In failing to do this, or even to 
make a decided advance toward it, the Dem- 
ocrats have proved themselves equally 
false and imbecile.” 

Among the chief Democratic outcries 


‘which caught the ears of the people was 


their charge that the Republican party was 
responsible for the panic and hard times, and 
one of their most seductive promises was that 
they (the Democrats) would at once restore the 
good old times. To paraphrase Bon Ixoxn- 
SOLL, they promised to set going the whirl- 
ing spindles, to start up the golden harvest 
fields, to throw open the furnace doors and 
forges, and kindle eager fire in the idle chim- 
neys throughout the land. They were quite 
positive about this. Now the- Democratic 
party has been in control of the national 
legislation for nearly two years. How many 
more whirling spindles, and golden harvest 
Ids, and furnace doors and forges, and 
er fires, are there than there were before ? 
How much more manufacturing is done? 
How much relief has been brought to para- 
lyzed industry? How many less men are 
there without employment? How much 
more is property worth? How much live- 
lier is business ? How much easier the times? 
The people who voted the Democrats into 
power in Congress pause for a reply before 
they will vote them into absolute control of 
the entire machinery of the Government. 
The Democrats promised to reform and 
remodel the tariff so that it would yield the 
greatest amount of revenue on the least pos- 
sible tax. What has become of this promise? 
Mr. Morrison introduced a bill on his own 
individual motion, which went to the Com- 
mittee to undergo dissection. The Commit- 
tee have been dissecting ever since. They 
cut out the vitals by refusing to report the 
tea and coffee tax,—a tax of the purest 
revenue. They have hacked, and chopped, 
and butchered it, and still they refuse to 
bring out the corpse and give it a decent 
burial. Thus, after a session of nearly eight 
months, the tariff remains just where it was, 
with all its discriminations and oppressions. 
The Democrats promised to put money 
into every man’s purse. ‘‘ Where's mine?” 
is the question which pretty nearly every 


voter is asking himself nowadays, or will ask 


before the Presidential campaign is over. 
Are capitalists any more confident, the banks 
any more liberal, speculation any more prom- 
ising, prices any better, money any plentier? 
Is there not a worse condition of things than 
there was before the Democrats began their 


career of Congressional bungling? They 
have not taken a single step toward changing 


— 


the financial They have not even 
tried to help the country, because they have 
been affrighted by their own ignorance and 
an apprehension of its results. In this, then, 
they have likewise been false and imbe- 
cile.” ° 

They were to reform the public service 
and introduce economy in the administration 
of the country. How has this promise been 
realized? In the matter of public service, 
they began by displacing competent men for 
no other reason, apparently, than because 
they had served in the Union army, and 
they substituted incompetent men for no 
other reason, apparently, than because they 
had served in the Confederate army. Since 
then the Democrats have been largely en- 
gaged in kicking out the men whom they 
selected, when public opinion forced them to 
do so. Their idea of economy has been 
shown by dragging out the large expenses of 
a Congressional session into long weary 
months without accomplishing anything ; 
in proposing to reduce the qompensation of 
the Government clerks below the figure 
fixed by the Democratic party long be- 
fore the War, but still retaining 
the same Congressional pay for themselves, 
which is nearly double that paid to Congress- 
men at the time the clerical salaries were 
fixed; and, finally, by endeavoring at the last 
moment to put the Government on an allow- 
ance of about nine months’ appropriation in 
order to make capital for the campaign, and 
postponing the difference for a deficiency till 
next year. 

This is a brief and incomplete summary of 
the Democratic administration of Congress. 
It is the only sample of Democratic capacity 
the people have had for many years. It is 
enough. It fully warrants the denunciation 
of the party as “‘ equally false andimbecile,”— 
false in its promises, imbecile in its actions. 
It has lost and forgotten the art of govern- 
ing. Itis in the hands of the Confederates, 
who do not seek a common prosperity for the 
whole country so much as sectional legisla- 
tion and revenge. It has failed completely 
and ignominiously, and the people have no 
desire to experiment with it any further. 


THE Sr. LOUIS CONVENTION. 

The Democratic clans are moving towards 
St. Louis, but the movement is not that of 
men inspired by hopes of victory. There is 
an overwhelming feeling that the Cincinnati 
Convention settled the whole question, and 
left to the Democracy nothing but the nam- 
ing of the men who are to be defeated. The 
great struggle at Cincinnati was to name can- 
didates who would leave no doubt as to the 
result in Ohio, and at the same time be as 
strong as any other candidates in New York 
and elsewhere, and the happy combination 
of Hayes and Waeeuer settled this matter 
satisfactorily. Ohio was secured; all the 
Republican States placed beyond a doubt; 
and the party so united and gratified in New 
York as to promise 8 victory there. 

The Democrats are confronted at St. Louis 
by a difficulty which is seemingly insur- 
mountable. They must have Indiana and 
New York. New York will vote for no 
greenback man, and Indiana will vote for no 
hard-money man. New York will not vote 
for Henpricks, and Indiana will not vote for 
Turn, and there is no other candidate who 
can be named who can give any prom- 
ise of carrying either State. To nominate 
both on one ticket is to load Tn down 
in New York, and load Henpricrs down in 
Indiana. The great majority of the candi- 
dates do not care a pin personally for any 
candidate. They seek the man who can win 
or give the best promise of success. There 
is a large anti- To delegation from New 
York who oppose him on personal grounds. 
Ohio also opposes him personally, charging 
that he contributed money to defeat ALLEN 
last year in that State. But outside these 
two States there is an almost general feeling 
that the strongest man must be selected, no 
matter who he may be, and no matter 
wheather he is hard or soft. The Convention 
will probably meet with a majority in favor 
of Trpen, and the whole opposition will 
combine against him, their ability to defeat 
him being aided by the two-thirds rule. 

The Illinois Democrats yesterday threw 
the weight of their votes in favor of Torx. 
The majority of the delegates appointed are 
for him, and Mose who favor Torx are the 
men of the greater influence. But the one 
thing needed in all party conventions—en- 
thusiasm—is wanted. The delegates readily 
admit that it is diflicult to say whether they 
go to St. Louis to make a President or to 
attend a funeral, the chances being in favor 
of the latter. 


“THERE SHE SITS.” 

The Rev. Turormitus Srewarr, of the 
Bridge Street M. E. Church, Brooklyn, is a 
colored man, but he has sense. He has not 
read the Berecuer scandal for nothing. He 
has evidently made a careful study of the 
true inwardness and outwardness of the 
pastor of the Plymouth Church, and by 
judicious conduct has saved himself from a 
ragged edge and a cave of gloom. In plain 
English, he took the bull by the horns. The 
Rev. Turor mos is a handsome mulatto, 
smart, energetic, and popular. Combining 
such qualities as these, he has become a 
great favorite, especially with the ladies, and 
one colored sister, fat, foolish, and forty, 
made a desperate effort to capture him. At 
the close of a recent conference of his 
church, the Rev. TRror mus rose and asked 
the attention of his brethren to one of his 
private griefs, involving a woman. He 
made no bones of exhibiting his grief freely 
and boldly. He spoke right out in meet- 
ing. He told his brethren that this 
woman first attracted his attention 
while preaching a sermon. She was so 
wrapped up in this sermon that she 
did not remove her eyes from him during its 
delivery. He fondly believed be had made a 
convert, but itturned out otherwise. The 
next Sunday night he received a note from 
her saying that she wished to see him. Pre- 
suming that she was anxious for spiritual 
consolation he granted an interview. She 
had nothing to say to him on spiritual mat- 
ters. Instead of asking for spiritual advice 


and counseling how she might be saved, her | 


conversation was very worldly. As the con- 
versation progressed, her shyness and diffi- 
dence wore away. It was no longer coy. 
She grew impatient, ardent, desperate. She 
avowed sentiments of undisguised affection, 
developing to a climax of stormy and furious 
passion. Then Joszrn found he had to deal 
with Mrs. Porrpnar. He repelled her only 
to meet with a fresh onslaught. He fled, and 
was more successful than Joszpn, for he 
saved his  coat-tails. True affection, 
however, is not thwarted by one 
obstacle, She came to every meeting. 
She hung upon his words and devoured 
him with her eyes. Then she com- 
menced writing letters to him overrunning 
with amatory pathos, stormy bursts of pas- 
sion, and love-sick sentiments from the 
Lover's Guide” and ‘ Aids to Courtship.” 
He read four of them, and became ao dis- 
gusted with them that he showed them to 


his wife, and then agreed with her that if 
any more came they should not be opened. 
At this point the Rev. Turor nos produced 
the letters, and read them to the brethren and 
sisters. Not content with this, he stepped 
out from his seat, and, pointing to the gal- 
lery corner on the right of the pulpit, 
shouted in his most eloquent tones: If the 
brethren will look there they will see the 
woman who has given me all this trouble.” 
The brethren looked and beheld a fat, 
gaudily-dressed negro woman, sitting all 
alone in the gallery, complacently fanning 
herself. The brethren cast stern and stony 
glances upon her. The sisters looked at her 
as only sisters can look. There was 
a silence in the congregation that 
spoke louder than words, She saw only the 
stony gaze of the brethren, the snickering, 
sneering eyes of the sisters, the preacher, 
her idol, her Adonis, her adoration, standing 
in the pulpit, avenging his own fair fame, 
with his forefinger, index of scorn, pointed 
at her, saying, as clearly as words could say, 
Thou art the woman.” She blushed. She 
hemmed. She stirred uneasily. She fanned 
vigorously. The atmosphere grew warmer 
and warmer. The one finger pointed at her 
magnified itself into the finger of a giant, 
and other fingers appeared, all pointing at 
her. The eyes of the congregation suddenly 
increased. There were eyes in the pulpit, 
eyes in the pews, eyes in the organ, eyes in 
the ceiling, eyes looking through the win- 
dows, and all looking at her. The low mur- 
mur in the congregation grew louder and 
mounted to the gallery. The murmur seemed 
to her at first like the buzzing of bees; sud- 
denly if seemed a hissing, as if the sanctuary 
swarmed with serpents. She fled. 

The preacher had cleared the precipice 
without stumbling on the ragged edge. 
There was no cave of gloom forhim. His 
virtue was vindicated and his fair tempter 
was routed,—horse, foot, and dragoons. Her 
dark shadow will never more cross his path- 
way. There is another preacher who might 
also have squelched a scandal had he had 
the frankness, boldness, and manliness of 
his colored brother. ‘There would have been 
no occasion for him to wish that hg were 
dead, or to offer to step down and out, had 
he nipped the scandal in the bud as did his 
colored brother. He may learn a lesson 
from his brother in black. 


There is nothing like magnanimity. The 
country is now experiencing the display of 
Democratic magnanimity and sympathy to- 
ward a fallen adversary. The defeat of 
Bram has produced less regret even in 
Maine than it has in the Democratic party. 
Democratic tears flow copiously over the 
ingratitude of the Republican party, which 
slaughtered its bravest leader for an unknown 
man in the wilds of Ohio. It is really affect- 
ing to witness the grief which has overtaken 
the Democracy.

Who 
would have given the Democratic press credit 
for such profound interest in the personal 
fortunes of the member from Maine? Who 
will hereafter deny that the Democrats are 
not Republicans in disguise, and that after 
all they expected and hoped for the election 
of Blau? 


The House bill for the enrichment of 
claim-agents and scalpers, called The Equal- 
ization of Soldiers’ Bounties bill,” will absorb 
all the surplus revenue of the Government 
for several years to satisfy its demands. The 
amount involved in the bill is put by Senator 
Locan at $21,000,000, which is absurd. Oth- 
er advocates of the bill pretend that $30,- 
000,000 will satisfy the claims, but the 
sharks, called claim-agents, alone will 
make that much out of the bill if it becomes 
a law. The Second Auditor estimated last 
year that it would take from the Treasury 
$141,000,000, while the Adjutant-General 
could not figure the amount at less than 
$105,000,000. The present bill may absorb a 
little less than that of last session, but 
$100,000,000 is the smallest sum which can 
be safely estimated. In the present de- 
pressed condition of business, the tax-payers 
can illy spare that enormous gratuity,—for it 
is a mere gratuity,—the Government never 
having promised a dollar of the money, and 
therefore does not legally owe it. If times 
were flush and money abundant, with an 
overflowing surplus in the Treasury, the 
equity of the case would be in order to con- 
sider ; but it is difficult to see how the Gov- 
ernment is to raise an extra $100,000,000 
out of the people at this time of stagnation 
and depression in all business. But the 
demagogues in Congress and the claim- 
agent hawks are perfectly willing to bleed 
the people until they stagger, to make bun- 
combe popularity for the former and put 
cash in the wallets of the latter. The tax- 
payers are of no account in their eyes except 
as geese to be plucked. 


The evidence taken in regard to the Call- 
WELL dispatch to Knorr in one sense sus- 
tains the assertion made by the latter that 
it wes a ‘‘ put-up job,” though it does not 
connect Mr. Buarng with the scheme for put- 
ting it up. One thing is certain: A dispatch. 
unsigned but paid for at the rate of 857. 72, 
was sent to CaLtpWELL, which told him ex- 
plicitly what sort of a dispatch he should 
send Knort, and CaLDWELL did send such dis- 
patch in the exact language dictated to him. 
Mr. Brame evidently had some knowledge 
of the transaction after it had occurred, as 
shown by his revealing that Kworr had re. 
ceived a dispatch from CaLpwELu before Kxorr 
had reported the fact. Scorr denies that 
he sent the dispatch, and it has not been 
traced to anybody as yet. It is not likely 
that Mr. Buarne sent it, and we think 
whoever did was more zealous than 
judicious in Blam's behalf. Mr. Catpweu 
should have spoken without being prompted, 
certainly without having the words put in 
his mouth. Nor did the dispatch dictated to 
him which he signed cover the point at is- 
sue. It did not deny that the bonds he sold 
Tom Scott, which the latter transferred to 
Union Pacific, were the same which Brians 
took back from his Maine friends to whom 
he had sold them in order to earn a commis- 
sion. This is the way the matter stands.

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JOHN NEALE. 

Jom NAL, an American author of consid- 
erable reputation, died at Portland, Me., a few 
days ago, in the 83d year of his age. He 
was born at Falmouth, Me., Aug. 25, 1793. 
His parents were members of the Society of 
Friends, but he himself took his dismissal from 
that body in his 25th year. In his 12th 
year he was employed in a store in Portland, and 
a few years after taught penmanship and draw- 
ing in the principal towns of the State. In 1815 
he was a dry goods dealer in Boston and New 
York, and he subsequently established 
himself in Baltimore as a wholesale 
dealer, in partnership with Joux PigRPOINT. 
After the failure of the firm in 1816 he com- 
menced the study of law, and in the same year 
printed a review of jhe works of Lorp Brxon. 
His first novel, Keep Cool,” was published in 
Baltimore in 1817. In 1818 came The Battle of 
Niagara,” ‘“‘ Goldan,” and other poems, and in 
1819 “ Otho,” a five-act tragedy. About the 
same time he assisted Dr. WatTkinsin writing 
the History of the American Revolution by 
Paul ALLEN.”’ He also indexed Niles Register. 
From 1827 to 1850 he employed himself in prac- 
ticing law, writing, and lecturing. Since that 
time he has lived in comparative retirement. 

AUGUSTUS HEMENWAY. 

Avucustus Hemenway, one of the oldest and 
ablest of Boston’s merchants, died suddenly in 
Cuba last week. He was a memberof the well- 
known shipping firm of Hzmenway & Browy, 
Boston, and Hemenway & Co., Valparaiso. 
He became a master of the Chili trade, in which 
he amassed a fortune of many milliens of dol- 
lars. The Boston Glole says of him: 

About 1860 he broke down in mind from over- 
work, and for some fourteen years was a substantial 
mental wreck, and resided in a private retreat at 
Litchfield, Conn. His brother, meantime, had 
kept his large business in operation, and, about 
two years ago, Mr. lewenway almost suddenly 
recovered his mind, and immediately resumed con- 
trol of his affairs. His old energy seemed un- 
dimmed; he journeyed to Valparaiso,’ to Cuba, 
where he had an immense sugar plantation, and to 
England to buy steamers for a line of ateamé@hips 
between Boston and Valparaiso, and was on another 
visit to his » estates in Cuba, where he was 
making gress improvements, when he died. He 
was nothing but a business man, but he was a very 
great one; with such capacity for details that it 
seemed easier to him to look after them himeelf 
than to delegate their care to others; and it was 
this and the vaetness of his yO og meen and his in- 
ability to diversify his life, that brought him first 
to the loss of his mind, and thas now returned to 
take his life. 


OTHER DEATHS. 

Among other deaths recently reported are 
those of Gen. E. R. BAOWwELL, a prominent 
Democratic politician in Virginia; of Mrs. 
CATHARINE Feist, well known in English 
theatrical circles by the papers she wrote in 
advanced life over the signature of An Old 
Actress; of JAMES Bamb, of Cambusdoon, 
Scotland, the millionaire iron-master, who re- 
cently gave $2,500,000 to the Scottish Church; 
of Frank W. Perry, Brevet-Major, U. S. A., 
who did good service in the late War; of Jamzs 
H. Parsons, son of Judge Parsons, of Philadel- 
phia, a rising young lawyer of Providence, and 
partner of the Hon. T. A. Jenckgs; of GrorGE 
BARKER, the composer of Mary Blaine, The 
Irish Emigrant, The White Squall,” and 
other popular songs; and of the Right Rev. 
APOLIVAR SERRANO, Bishop of Havana, who 
died on the 16th inst. of yellow fever. 


The latest details which come to hand through 
the foreign mails of the death of ABDUL-Azzz, 
the late Sultan, make it almost certain that the 
unfortunate ruler was murdered, and that the 
staterpent of suicide was put out by the Turkish 
Government to conceal a crime. There are sev- 
eral reasons which make the theory of murder 
entirely probable. First, the first announce- 
ment made by the Government was that he was 
found with a poniard through his heart. This 
was subsequently changed to the effect that the 
Sultan had shut himself up in his room and 
opened a vein in his arm with a pair of scissors 
which he had concealed upon his person. Sec- 


ond, he was buried almost immediately after he, 


was discovered, and yet it is said seventeen sur- 
geons examined the body and reported in favor 
of suicide. Suicide is comparatively unknown 
among the Mohammedans, except where it has 
been committed under orders of persons hay- 
ing a spiritual domination over the victims, 
because the suicide is excluded forever from the 
eternal delights promised by the Prophet. 
Foutth, it has been the rule to assassinate de- 
throned Sultans. IBRAHIM was bowstrung after 
his dethronement. SzIIx was strangled by or- 
der of his successor. MustTarpHa met the 
same fate. SLI III. was ordered to be 
assassinated by MustrapuHa IV., and the latter 
was murdered by Maumoup II., father of An- 
puL-Aziz. The Turkish correspondent of the 
New York Times says: 


All the French journals laugh at the explana- 
tions given by the Ottoman Government, all feeling 
confident that ABDUL-Aziz was aseassinated on the 
night of the coup d'etat. If he enjoyed so much 
liberty in the gardens of Tche n, what sense is 
there in saying that he concealed a pair of scissors;

The Diritto, the recognized organ of the Ital- 
ian Government, has made an official statement 
of the actual military and naval strength of 
Italy, which is of interest just now, in the pos- 
sible European complicat‘ons that may occur at 
any time. The Italian army counts 435,000 
men who have been under arms from one to five 
years; 90,000 men who have had six months’ 
drill; 265,000 men who have had 50 days’ drill; 
and a large number of conscripts who have had 
no drill at all. The Diritto says: 


Taking into account, then, all those who may 
not answer to the call, as also the troops required 
for garrison service, Italy to-day can send into the 
field an active force of 300, men of the first 
army line with a complement of 185, 000 men, and 
again, deducting those who may not respond to the 
call, 85, 000 men of the second line with a comple- 
ment of 80,000 men; in all a total of 650,000 men. 
From the day on which the order for concentration 
and mobilization may be given, operations which 
according to our system are carried out simultane- 
ously, there will, by the end of ** second week, 
be 300, 000 men of the first army line thoroughi 
well drilled and perfectly furnished with material 
ready to take tne field. 


The infantry are all armed with newWerTrerRLy 
breech-soading rifles of small calibre. The feld 
artillery is completely armed with light batteries 
of new pieces, and in two months the heavier 
batteries will be provided with Krupp breech- 
loaders. The cavalry, newly mounted, has 
one-half of each regiment armed with lances and 
new CHAMELOT D&LVIONE revolvers, and the 
other half with sabres and new Wrrruntr 
breech-loaders. The navy comprises the follow- 
ing vessels: 14 iron-clads, all but four ready for 
sea at 24 hours’ notice; 7 gun-boats; 9 wooden 
frigates ; 6 dispatch boats; 6 transports, and 18 
smaller ships, all armed. The united crews 
number 8,115 men, and the ships carry 490 guns, 
of which 130 are of great calibre and 360 of 
smaller size. Asawar power, therefore, Italy 
is by no ineans contemptible.

NAVAL INVESTIGATION. 

J. O. Bradford testified before the Committee 
on Naval Affairs concerning his business trans- 
actions in New York in 1822, and also subse- 
quently in London as disbursing agent of the 
navy.

SENATE. 

Wasuixeton, D. C., June 22.—During the 
morning hour several ‘bills of minor importance 
were passed, and consideration of the Naval 
Appropriation bill was resumed. 

Mr. Sargent said the bill reported by the Com- 
mittee increased the House bill $3,658,000, 
a decrease comp with the Appropria- 
tion bill of the present fiscal year of $892,016. 
In nearly every item in the bill as it came be- 
fore the Senate now there was a reduction, and 
the Committee had in a majority of cases as- 
sented to the reductions made by the House of 
Representatives, but in some cases they found it 
necessary to increase the amount allowed 
by the House. The bill as it came 
from the House did not propose to re- 
duce the number of officers of the 
navy or their pay, bat it appropriated lnadequate - 
ly for their compensation. For several years past 
the appropriations for this purpose had been in- 
adequate, but the deficiency had been 155 up 
from appropriations for the pay of the navy for 
previous years, as the balances for that Service 
did not have; to be covered into the Treasury nt the 
end of the fiscal year. The roll of officers and 
scamen called for an appropriation of $7, 600, 000, 
and it must be made. 

He then referred to the increase in the appro- 
priation for the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and said, if we would have a navy afloat, it 
must be kept in repair. 

Mr. Thurman eaid it was admitted on all hands 
that the egpenses of the Government must be re- 
duced, and additional taxes levied on the people, 
or we must do what no Government in time of 
peace should do, and that was, borrow money to 

ay the ordinary expenses of the Government. 

here was a falling off in the revenue this year of 
39. 000, 000 or $10, 000,000, and for the next fiscal 
ear it was estimated that the we! would be 

16,000,000. He supposed not a single Senator 
would be willi to rrow money to pay the ex- 
penses of the verument, and that proposition 
must be abandoned. Therefore Congress must 
either decrease expenses or levy additional taxes. 
Every one knew that the burden of taxation was 
a potent cause of the depression of busi- 
ness all over the land. Therefore it was 
not practicable to levy additional taxes, and 
expenses must be reduced. Le would not vote to 
abolish West Point, but he thought the number of 
appointments to that institution should be reduced. 
The Committee on Appropriations proposed to 
strike out of the House bill the clause providing 
that $200, 000 of the amount appropriates for the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair ehal! used in 
the employment of labor to put live oak timber in 
different yardsin wet docks, and the labor for that 
„ shall be employed during the months of 

uly, August, or September, gnd shal! be discharg 
ed before the Ist of October, 1876, and during the 
months of October and November next there shal) 
not be over 50 persons borne on the listsas laborers 
atany yardat the expense of the Government, 
He (Thurman) was opposed to striking out that 
provision. It was notorious that men were taken 
inthe navy-yards on the eve of every election, 
when they were not needed, but they were kept 
and paid until after they had voted. It was to 
remedy this practice, which was demoralizing to 
the service, thatthe House had put in this pro- 
vision. Anyone who would examine the testi- 
mony taken by the Committee of the other House 
of Congress would see that hundreds of men had 
been taken in the navy-yards upon the eve of elec- 
tion, paid out of the public funds, and discharged 
as soon asthe clection was over. He also hoped 
that the Senate would not consent to the amend- 
ment increasing the appropriations for the Bureau 
of Construction and Kepair, yard and docks, and 
equipment and _ recruiting. It had been 
charged that the House of Representatives 
had gone wild on this question of reduction. 
but he thought they had not. The Senate Should 
meet the House half-way in making reductions. 
If there should be a dead-lock on the apprupria- 
tion bills the Senate would not be free from re- 
sponsibility. If the Senate would meet the House 
of Representatives in a spirit of retrenchment and 
economy there would be no dead-lock, and the ap- 


propriation bills could be passed before the end of 


the fiscal year. 

Mr. Sargent said it was his purphose to explain 
the amendments in the order as they were reached, 
but the Senator from Ohio (Thurman) had called 
attention to the amendment referring to the em- 
ome fo — of a force in the navy-yards in October 
and November. He was not surprised that this, 
being a political item, his friend (Thurman) desired 
to have it retained to bolster up the fortunes of his 
party. If he (Sargent) defired to take advantage 
of the Democratic party he could not do so better 
than by allowing the clause to remain in the bill. 
Then he could go before the people, who would be 
out of work in November, and tell them it was the 
Democrats in Congress who put the provision in 
the bill, and threw them out of 3 at 
that season. From time immemorial, when the 
Democrats were in power, they gave preference to 
Democrats in the navy, yards as well as everywhere 
else, and they should not complain of the Repab- 
licans favoring their friends. He denied that more 
men were employed in the navy-yards in November 
than at other seasons for political purposes. The 
appropriations made in this bill became availuble 
on the Ist of July. From that time tothe lst of 
December more work could be done than 
ut any other season. It was the best time 
to carry on work. So far as he knew they had 
been usefully employed, and the Government 
money had been expended properly. He would 
not say the Republican party was immaculate in 
every respect, or that the Democratic party wes 
diabolical in every respect. His friend (Thurman) 
aspired to be President, and, if a Democratic Ad- 
ministration was to come in, he (Sargent) would be 
glad to see elected. He had no doubt his Ad- 
ministration Id be an honest one. He argued 
that the Republicans had endeavored as far as they 
could to administer the Government honestly. The 
Committee on Appropriations had agreed toa re- 
duction ef $800,000 this year for the Bureau of 
Constraction and Repair, and to do that the work 
of putting iron-clads in repair must be stop- 
ped. The amendment proposed by the Committee 
on ae poe ng increasing the appropriation for 
the pay o officers, seamen, etc,, from 35, 750, 000 
to $7, 200, 000 was agreed to. 

When the amendment increasing the appropria- 
tion for the equipment of vessels from 8970, 000 to 
$1,250,000 was reached, Mr. Saulsbury opposed 
the increase, 

A long debate took place. 

Pending discussion, the Senate went into execu- 
tive session, and, when the doors were reopened, 
consideration of the Naval Appropriation bill was 
resumed. 

After discussion, Mr. Sargent called for a vote 
on the pending amendment, being that to increase 
the appropriation for the equipment of vessels, and 
it was agreed to—yeas, 24; nays, 22. 

The next amendment was to increase the appro- 

riation for the Bureau of Yards and Docks from 

000 to 5760. 000, and it was rejected—ycas 
22. nays 22, Mesers. Edmunds, Hamilton, Mor- 
rill (Vt.), and Ingalls voting with the Democrats 
in the negative. 

Mr. Sargent moved to reconsider the vote by 
which other appropriations in the bill had been in- 
creased, and said if he could not rely upon his Re- 
publican friends to stand by the bill, he would ac- 
cept the bill as it came from the House. 

Mr. Edmunds said be had voted aguinst the last 
amendments increasing appropriations, because it 
appeared to him that in these small matgers, where 
the appropriation was discretionary witUongress, 
it was better to take the lowest sum 
When Congress should assemble again in 
next, and it should be found that the amount was 
not enough forthe service, a deficiency bill could 
be passed. He did not think that the Senator 
from California should rebuke his political friends 
for suggesting a decrease. He was disposed to 
stand by the Committee in all appropriations to 
carry out the existing law. 

Mr. Sherman spoke of the falling off in revenues, 
and said it was manifest that, if the present de- 
pression in trade continued during the next fiscal 
year, the Committee on Appropriatipns would be 
compelled to reduce the Appropriation bills to the 
extent of 815. 000, 000. Otherwise the siuking 
fund could not be kept good, or additional taxation 
wust be levied, and that was not practicable. 

Mr. Morrill (Vt. ) said he had great confidence in 
the Senator from California. but he thought the 
appropriations for some of these bureaux in the 
Navy Department could be seduced. 

After further discussion, Mr. Sargent withdrew 
hie motion to reconsider, 

The next amendment of the Committee was to 
increase the appropriation for the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair from 91, 500, 000 to $2, 500, -

RAILROADS 


PASSENGER RATES. 

The railroads leading from this city to the 
East are still on the ragged edge regarding the 
further reduction in passenger rates. There 
can be no doubt that some of the roads are 
clandestinely selling Centennial tickets at cut 
rates, and the fact has been telegraphed to the 


Eastern magnates with the request that a fur- 


ther reduction be made to meet the cutting 
lines. Thus far, however, no instructions have 
been received, and it is understood that the 
Eastern managers are in consultation what fur- 
ther steps are best to be taken gnder the cir- 
cumstances. There can be no doubt that they 
must decide upon a reduction of Centennial 
rates, as these have already come down from Cin- 
cinnati, where round trip tickets to New York 
have been reduced from $29 to $24. The rates 
from St. Louis to Eastern cities have also been 
further reduced. The Baltimore & Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Railroads are very anxious to 
have the old fares reduced, and to bring this 
about they even cut the regular rates, so as to 
bring rival lines to terms. There is, however, 
no probability that Vanderbilt will give up the 
fight until the business which has been seeking 
other channels has come back to his roads. 

As to the ability of the railroads to stand this 
war any length of time, the New York Bulletin 
makes the following pertinent remarks: 

As the trunk rail are now trying how long 
they can run with a heavy loss on their through 
business, people are interesting themselves with 
the inquiry, Which of them has the longest purse; 
To satisfy this curiosity we have compiled the fol- 
lowing statement, showing the net earnings of the 
several companies, the amounts payable on ac- 
count of iffterest and rentals on leased lines, and 
the amount of capital stock calling for dividends:

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


Execution of the Murderer of 
Three Women at Cleve- 
land, O. 


A Short Recital of the Crime, and De- 
tails of Its Punishment. 


The Legal Process of Death Adminis- 
tered with Rare Absence of Horror. 


A Distinguished Citizen of Burlington, Ia., 
Receiving Liberal Mention. 


Frenzied Appeal of a Doomed Man 
at St. Paul. 


HANGED AT CLEVELAND. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 22.—William Adin, who 
murdered his wife, his step-daughter, and Mrs. 
Benton, in this city onthe 4th of December 
last, was hanged in the area of the City Prison 
to-day. The crime was one of the most cold- 
blooded and brutal on record. The murders 
were committed very early in the morning. He 
first killed his wife with an ax and hid hér body 
behind the kitchen stove. This was at his home 
on the South Side. He then, with the utmost cool- 
ness, harnessed up his horse, and, putting a heavy 
hammer into the wagon, drove some 2 miles to 
Forest street, on the East Side, where his 
daughter was staying with Mrs. Benton. Gain- 
ing entrance to the house, he immediately at- 
tacked the young lady with the hammer, and 
when Mrs. Benton interfered, he broke her skull 
by repeated blows, and, having finished his hor- 
rid work, drove back to his homie, where he was 
promptly arrested. He was tried gt the Feb- 
ruary term of the Court, and sentenced to be 
hanged on the 22d of June. Adin was an ex- 
pressman, and, up to the date of his 
crime, was regarded a quiet, inoffensive 
man. Preparations for his execution had been 
made under the superintendence of Sheriff Wins- 
low, and, as the hour apprcached, the neigh- 
borhood of the prison was filled with an anxious 
crowd. About one hundred persons were 
admitted to the place of execution, which 
was shut out from view by the high walls of the 
prison and by a temporary wooden partition con- 
necting the two wings of the building. From 
12:30 to 1 o’clock the interest of the watchers 
increased, and all eyes were strained eagerly 
towards the door through which the doomed 
man was to be brought. Every commotion in that 
direction suggested the thought, There they 
come,“ but each false alarm seemed only to in- 
tensify the interest. At last, at ten minutes of 1 
o’clock, the door opened, a glance thereto from 
the crowd, a hushed There he is!“ followed by 
a swaying right and left so as to make a pass in 
the centre, a hurried walk tothe fated corner, 
and Adin had reached the foot of his scaffold, 
guarded by Deputies Pope and Redgway. A 
smile was on his face and he ascended 
to the scaffold without a tremor. Adin 
seated himself on the chair provided 
for his accomodation flanked on 
one side by Mr. Winslow and the other by Mr. 
Pope. At five minutes to 1, the Rev. Mr. Cooley 
advanced to the front of the scaffold and re 
a selection from the 5ist Psalm in a very feel- 

and impressive manner. At the conclusion 

of the ing Mr. Cooley folded his hands 
and offered prayer, during which Adin sat 
quietly with his face bent towards the floor 
and his eyes closed,—in much the same posi- 
tion in which he sat during the trial. 
The supplicant asked for a _ blessing 
on the one whowas 80 soon to pass into 
eternity, and prayed that his soul might be ready 
for the world into which it was vo soou togo. The 
rayer lasted four minutes, and a hush fell on 
Phe audience during the continuance. Sheriff 
Winslow then moved Adin to the front and 
Ridgway removed his handcuffs. Mr. Winslow 
then asked him if he had anything to say, and 
he shook his head in the negative. The prisoner 
faced the audience without flinching. moved 
his eyes quietly from one person in the audience 
to another. Not a muscle moved or a fea- 
ture uiyered. The strap was run 
around Mars and fastened; that around his 
limbs was also drawn to its place; the fatal 
noose was dropped over his head and pulled 
into position by the Sheriff; the black cap was 
drawn over his face, all but the chin. 
A moment had not passed when the boards be- 
neath him seemed to give way of their own ac- 
cord, there was a sharp, quick sound, a sudden 
fall, and Adin hung between heaven and earth. 
Not a muscle moved, and the body 
made no struggle. The drop fell at 
1 o’clock, and in fourteen minutes, life 
was pronounced extinct. At nay, minutes 
after 1 o’clock the body was taken down and 
removed to an inner goom of the Central Sta- 
tion ready for the medical examination, which 
Adin had requested. After the body fell there 
was an unusual flickering motion of the pulse 
and heart, both at times rising and becoming 
somewhat and then dying out so as to be 
almost imperceptible, until at last, in growing 
fainter and fainter, they ceased altogether. The 
fall, which was about 6 fect, was such that the 
neck was broken instantly. hands aud feet 
remained motionless from the time of the fall.

THE NORTHWESTERN. 

THE EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL COMMENCEMENT 
of the Northwestern University was held in the 
First Methodist Church, Evanston, yesterday 
afternoon, and attracted as large and cultivated 
and as fashionable an. audience as any college 
town can exhibit. Evanston always does its 
duty well during the Commencement season of 
the University, which is at ont its pride and 
chief ornament, and all the exercises 
of the week have been largely attended. The 
constant increase in the number of students in 
attendance from all parts of the Union (the 
catalogue just issued showing that nearly every 
State is represented),and in the number annual- 
ly graduated, tends to bring, each year, a larger 
number of visitors from abroad to attend the 
anniversary exercises of this prominent institu- 
tion. 

On every hand, among the alumni and friends 
of the University, the utmost gratification is 
expressed with the action taken by the Board of 
Trustees during the week to relieve the tempo- 
rary embarrassments under which the institu- 
tion, in common with all others in the land, has 
been laboring. It is an interesting fact that 
these embarrassments have resulted from the 
amazing prosperity which has attended the Uni- 
versity within the last decade. Such prosperity 
justified a launching out and enlargement of the 
scope of the University which the panic inter- 
fered with, but there little doubt that the 
policy just adopted will result, within a year or 
two, in paying off the entire debt of the Um- 
versity, and, when this shall have been accom- 
plished, its net income will enable it to offer ad- 
vantages with which few evenof the most 
prominent institutions in the land can success- 
fully compete. The fact that no President was 
elected will by no means leave the University 
without an efficient and energetic head. 
The alumni and students will bear witness 
that Prof. Oliver Marcy, who was appointed 
Acting President, in intellectual and executive 
ability, mental and moral force and power, is 
the peer of any who could have been chosen for 
the position. 

THE EXERCISES OF THE DAY 
began with the formation of the usual pro- 
cession at University Hall, composed of stu- 
dents in the order of their classes, the Faculty, 
Trustees, and alumni, which, headed by Hand's 
band, marched to the church, where seats had 
been reserved. 

After prayer by the retiring President, Dr. 
Fowler, and appropriate music by the band, 

LEONARD G. COCHRAN, 
of Apple River, III., was introduced? and spoke 
upon the subject of * Oneness of Aim.” He 
considered the presenta day of keen competition, 
in which the most skillful succeed. Victory 
depends upon finding the ona work which a man 
can do well, and prosecuting it with all his en- 
ergics. 
JOHN CURRER, 
of Chicago, discoursed upon “A Noble Man- 
hood, which he considered a part of 
man’s inner being, a quality of his 
sow. He defined his subject as meaning 
honesty, independence, courage, a high aim in 
life, and energy. A noble man did not alwavs 
meet with honor during his own life, but after 
ages gave him the glory which his fellows de- 
nied him. This production was well composed 
and pleasingly delivered. 
CHARLES M. ELLINWOOD, 
of Rochelle, considered the rather worn subject 
of “ Romanism” in good style. Romanism, 
he thought, threatencd the rpetuity 
of our common schools, and is _atti- 
tude was no less alarming with 
respect to the relations between Church and 
State. His address was well written, and de- 
livered effectively, barring the affectation and 
stateliness of his bearing, which was open to 
criticism. 
THEOPHILUS B. HILTON, JR., 
of Minneapolis, chose as his subject “ Com- 
munism,“ and discussed it in a style #@avoring 
rather too much of the ministe He more 
than atoned for this defect, however, by the ex- 
cellent matter of his address, and the earnest- 
ness of his delivery, and was justly awarded a 
liberal share of applause. 
A sketch of Charles Sumner was given by 
SAMUEL c. M’PHERSON, 
of Clarinda, Ia., who, after reviewing the promi- 
nent incidents in the life of the noble man, 
gave a glowing eulogy upon his character. 
ANDREW W. M’PHERSON, 
of Rockford, discussed the life and character of 
Henry Wilson in an able, orous, ‘and 
thoughtful address, which was well received. 
WINFIELD 8. MATTHEW, 
of Cotton Hill, gave an eloquent and impressive 
address upon “Séttarianism and the Public 
Schools,” which was one of the best produc- 
tions of this able writer and accomplished 


speaker.

FRANK H. SCOTT 
closed the exercises with a finished address, ably 
delivered, upon * The Orator.”’ 

The exercises, as a whole, were unusuaily in- 
teresting and pleasant. The Centennial class 
has the honor of graduating the first lady who 
has successfully completed the full classical 
course, Miss Jessie Brown, of Ev@yeton, and 
the first graduate in the course of istry, 
W. L. Bunn, also of Evanston. Probably the 
only criticism that can justly be made upon the 
exercises is that the speakers, although display- 
ing originality of thought and expression, and 
exhibiting ease ap ee z culture in their de- 
livery, were most of them deficient in force, life, 
and earnestness, and thereby lIessencd the 
effectiveness of their efforts. The exceptions to 
this rule were Mr. Hilton, Mr. Matthews, Miss 
Parks, and Mr. Scott.

Rockrorh, III., June 21.—The address before 
the Pierian Union, by the Rev. C. H. Richards, of 
Madison, Wis., was delivered to a crowded 
church last night.

This may be 
done by obeying fundamental principles of all 
other true Art; the elements needed are fidelity 
to Nature, with naturalness and integrity, 
skill, a great ideal, joyful enthusiasm,—these 
will make life as a Fine Art successful. 

HISTOKICAL ADDRESS BY PROF. J. EMERSON.

Paganism never form the 
true woman, either in life or ideal; even their 
goddesses are cold representations of particular 
virtues. For woman is nothing without love, 
and the heathen idea of love was too gross to 
dwell on in the front of purity, wisdom, and 
truth.

Smith proved complainants’ 
claim, Harding proved his own claim for 6104, Uv 1, 
as shoun in his crose-bill, and Walker in his di- 
rect examination corroborated Smith, and in his 
cross-examination as strongly upheld Harding. 
The Master finds that the Insurance Company owes 
Bradner, Smith & Oo. $087.77 on a claim 
for loss under a =~policy, that it was 
insolvent, was not doing basiness, and that it had 
a large amount of assets hypothecated to Harding, 
Isaac Crosby, the First National Bank, and K. F. 
Pulsifer, as collateral security, which were very 
likely to be dissipated by forced sale to pay the 
nutes to secure which they were’ given. ie also 
reports that the Globe Insurance Company made a 
contract for reinsurance of all its risks with the 
Fireman's Insurance Company, by payment of 
$44, 000 in divers notes and other securities, which 
contract ought to be qarried out. Further, that 
the Globe Ineurance COfipany owes George . 
Harding $104,001 on various sums ad- 
vanced by him, but that 4 subse - 

nent contract Was made. by which 
the Company was to buy from Haraing certain 
notes and mortgages of George K. Clark ata fixed 
price and on certain conditions, which contract if 
carried out would reduce Hardings alm to 
. 750. The Master, George Willard, advieed 
that this contract be carried out, and the claime of 
Hardin and Bradner, Smith & Co. paid. 

A decree was therefore drawn in accordance with 
this ünding and ordered to be entered by Judge 
Farwell, whichratifies the reinsurance and contract 
with the Fireman's Insurance Company, aumits 
the claims of lirauner, Smith & Co, and George F. 
Harding, and directa teat the former shall 
be paid pro rata out of the Company's 
aeacts, and the latter out of the sale ofa large 
number of securities held by Harding. 

The Master in his report expressly states that no 
one appeared before him on behalf of the Company 
at any time. The answer of the Company was only 
a general denial of the allegations of the bill.

The Write® dees not hold thet that which 
costa the least thotey ia the cheapest, not by 
any means; if Couk County can get a better, 
nore durable, building out of linestone, then 
we can well afford to pay the difference, and 
more; but if it can be ehown that sandstone ts 
the equal, and, iu some particulars, the superior 
of limestone, then the argument that it is cheap- 
er in price has a double weight. 

Let us compare the main qualities easential to 
a good building stone, as possvssed by the two 
varictics in question; durability, streugth, suit- 
able texture, and color or beauty. 

First, as to durability, sand stone is unques- 
tionably the superior. Not only does experience 
ers this, sandstone structures withstanding 

he ravages of time where limestone decays. 
but when we consider the chentical composi- 
tion of the two varieties we have almost conciu- 
sive proof; limestone being chiefly carbonate of 
lime (chalk), while sandstone is mostly com- 
posed of silica (pure flint). Then take the pow- 
er to resist fire; we admit that in an immense 
heat, like that of the “ great fire,” all stones 
must crumble, but, suppose a building, facing 
the Court-House, was to be afire, the heat gen- 
erated would be sufficient to calcine and forever 
distigure the best limestone facade, while it 
would have no effect on sandstone, and this is 
an item of paramount importance. 

As to strength, actual experience shows that 
sandstone is strong enough for all practicable 
— while experiments or tests made with 
different les of stone demonstrate that the 
aver strehgth and crushing force of sand- 
stone is fully equal to that of limestone. 

Next, as to texture, it is sufficient to say that” 
though on the average the texture of tone 
is coarser than that of limestone, it is fine 
enough, to be carved and cut into any desired 


form, especially as all sandstone possesses the | 


quality of being soft wher first quarried and 
hardening by exposure to the air in a very high 
degree, and this last-named quality is what 
makes it so much to cut. 

Lastly, as to color, which really constitutes 
what beauty a stone naturally I would 
say, that the question which is the more beauti- 
ful of the two varieties is not a question of fact 
but one purely of taste. On the ave „ Sand- 
stone is er than limestone, and as buildings 
in large cities become rapidly smirched with 
—_ dust, etc., this surely cannot be an objec-
